“9 AN AMERICAN LANDMARK 


Text: “Remove not the ancient landmark, which thy 
fathers have set,’ Prov. 22:28. 

Thanksgiving originated in the humble spirit of early 
American settlers who came to the new world in search 


m the time they landed on Cape Cod in the bleak 
winter of 1620, until summer cam2. The little group was 
swept by the Grim Reaper. Governor Bradford’s history 
says there were times when not more than six or seven 
persons in the entire colony could be considered as en- 
joying normal health. The Indians also constituted an 
ever-present danger. Therefore, it was with a sigh of 
relief that the Pilgrims greeted the warming rays of 
spring. Governor Bradford decreed a special time of 
Thanksgiving and there were fifty-three white settlers 
and ninety-one Indians present to observe it. Edward 
Winslow, a member of the group, sent the following de- 
scriptive letter to a friend in England in November, 1621. 

“Our harvest being gotten in, our Governor sent four 
men fowling, that so we might after a more special man- 
ner rejoice together, after we had gathered the fruit of 
our labours; the four in one day killed as much fowl as 
with a little help beside, served the company almost a 
week, at which time amongst other recreations, we exer- 
cised:our Arms, many of the Indians coming amongst us,

Standish and others. And although it be not always so 
plentiful as it was at this time with us, yet by the good- 
ness of God, we are so far from want that we often wish 
you partakers of our plenty.” 

The custom of setting aside a day for Thanksgiving 
soon spread to other groups. Governors issued annual 
proclamations, setting different dates in different colonies, 
for the observance of the festival. Thanksgiving days 
were also observed after signal victories during the Rev- 
olutionary War. But for many years there was no uniform 
date set as Thanksgiving. In 1863, during President Lin- 
coln’s administration, a plan was officially adopted for 
designating a specific day out of each year as National 
Thanksgiving Day. 

Classic messages of spiritual depth have been penned 
by American Presidents in the form of annual Thankgiv- 
ing proclamations. Following are excerpts from some of 
these documents, reflecting the spirit and traditions that 
have made the United States a great and powerful Nation: 

GEORGE WASHINGTON. Whereas it is the duty of all 

tions to acknowledge the providence of Almighty God, 

obey His will, to be grateful for His benefits, and 
humbly to implore His protection and favor; and, Whereas 
both Houses of Congress have, by their joint committee, 
requested me “to recommend to the people of the United 
States a day of public thanksgiving and prayer, to be 
observed by acknowledging with grateful hearts the many 
and signal favors of Almighty God, especially by afford- 
ing them an opportunity peaceably to establish a form 


y government for their safety and happiness”: Now,

therefore, I do recommend and assign Thursday, the 26th 
day of November (1776) next, to be devoted by the people 
of these States to the service of that great and glorious 
Being who is the beneficent author of all the good that 
was, that is, or that will be; that we may then all unite 
in rendering unto Him our sincere and humble thanks 
for His kind care and protection of the people of this 
country previous to their becoming a nation. ° 

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. The year that is drawing toward 
its close has been filled with the blessings of fruitful 
fields and healthful skies. To these bounties, which are 
so constantly enjoyed that we are prone to forget the 
source from which they come, others have been added 
which are of so extraordinary a nature that they can 
not fail to penetrate and soften even the heart which is 
habitually insensible to the ever-watchful providence of 
Almighty God. No human counsel hath devised nor hath 
any mortal hand worked out these great things. They 
are the precious gifts of the Most High God, who, while 
dealing with us in anger for our sins, hath nevertheless 
remembered mercy. It has seemed to me fit and proper 
that they should be solemnly, reverently, and gratefully 
acknowledged, as with one heart and one voice, by the 
whole American people. I do therefore invite my fellow 
citizens in every part of the United States, and also those 
who are at sea and those who are sojourning in foreign 
lands, to set apart and observe the last Thursday of 
November (1863) next as a day of thanksgiving and praise 
to our beneficent Father who dwelleth in the heavens. 

ANDREW JOHNSON. In the year which is now draw- 
ing to its end the art, the skill, and the labor of the 
people of the United States have been employed with 
greater diligence and vigor and on broader fields than 
ever before, and the fruits of the earth have been gath- 
ered into the granary and the storehouse in marvelous 
abundance. Our highways have been lengthened, and 
new and prolific regions have been occupied. I, therefore, 
recommend that Thursday, the 26th day of November 
(1868) next, be set apart and observed by all the people 
of the United States as a day for public praise, thanks- 
giving, and prayer to the Almighty Creator and Divine 
Ruler of the universe, by whose ever-watchful, merciful, 
and gracious providence alone states and nations, no 
less than families and individual men, do live and move 
and have their being. 

GROVER CLEVELAND. Constant thanksgiving and 
gratitude are due from the American people to Almighty 
God for His goodness and mercy, which have followed 
them since the day He made them a nation and vouch- 
safed to them a free government. With loving-kindness 
He has constantly led us in the way of prosperity and 
greatness. He has not visited with swift punishment our 
shortcomings, but with gracious care He has warned 
us of our dependence upon His forbearance and has 
taught us that obedience to His holy law is the price of 
a continuance of His precious gifts. In acknowledgment of 
all that God has done for us as a nation, and to the end 
that on an appointed day the united prayers and praise of 
a grateful country may reach the throne of grace, I, 
Grover Cleveland, President of the United States, do 
hereby designate and set apart Thursday, the 29th day 
of November (1888) instant, as a day of thanksgiving and 
prayer, to be kept and observed throughout the land.

Thankfulness is sure to come when 
God has His rightful place. The best 
thanks we can give to the Lord is to 
live a life of grateful trust in Him 
day by day. 

The Bible contains many wonder- 
ful passages of scripture concerning 
praise and thanksgiving, but the 100th 
Psalm stands out, to me, as the 
greatest single chapter of gratitude 
and gladness. It does not sound a sin- 
gle doleful note. It is entitled the 
“Psalm of Praise.” The entire chap- 
ter is one of exaltation and praise to 
God, and as you read it you have the 
feeling it was to be used during the 
thank offering in the Temple, or on 
occasions when festive processions 
were moving toward the Temple. 

THANKSGIVING A UNIVERSAL EX- 
ALTATION. “Make a joyful noise unto 
the Lord, all ye lands.” Can you hear 
the sounding of the trumpets in Da- 
vid’s day? and for all mankind? Every 
human creature, “of all nations, and 
kindred, and people, and tongue,” is 
urged to “make a joyful noise unto 
the Lord.” How are we to serve the 
Lord? “With gladness” and to “enter 
into his gates with thanksgiving and 
into his courts with praise; be thank- 
ful unto him, and bless his name.” 
Throughout the book of Psalms the 
people are told again and again to 
praise the Lord. He even concludes 
the last Psalm by saying, “Let every- 
thing that hath breath praise the 
Lord, praise ye the Lord.” 

Some have a feeling that Thanks- 
giving began with the Pilgrims, the 
Mayflower, and the Plymouth Rock. 
I am_ convinced, however, that 
Thanksgiving Day did not originate 
with the Plymouth Pilgrims in 1621. 
It became official for our nation 
when George Washington proclaimed 
Thursday, November 26, 1789, as a 
national Thanksgiving, but the Bible 
and history tell us that an oriental 
custom of thanksgiving existed even 
back of Israel’s day and throughout 
the Old Testament. The custom is 
referred to again and again and the 
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... from the Psalms 


Feast of Tabernacles became its of- 
ficial celebration. In fact, it is not 
improbable that some of these later 
Psalms were written by David as the 
songs expressing the thankfulness of 
the people during these annual oc- 
casions. 

It would seem that the writer of 
Psalm 147 had in mind a people who 
should praise the Lord, not only in 
word and deed, but in song, when he 
said, “Praise ye the Lord: for it is 
good to sing praise unto our God.” 
And it certainly is! He is worthy! The 
first favor from the Lord is not ma- 
terial prosperity; yet, due to men’s 
shortsightedness and selfishness, they 
often so imagine. “Grace” is better 
than gifts; ‘mercy’ exceeds favor; 
“healing” is above riches; and the 
binding of the “broken heart” is more 
to be desired than great harvests. 

THANKFULNESS. Did you say you 
were thankful? Well, as physicians 
judge the condition of men’s hearts 
by the pulse beat in their arms and 
not by the words which proceed from 
their mouth, so we may judge the 
thankfulness of men by their lives 
rather than their profession. I once 
talked with a man and his wife who 
were greatly burdened. God blessed 
them with three children but two 
died when they were very young, and 
the third was then dangerously ill. 
The devil was trying to make them 
bitter toward God by asking them 
what they had to be thankful to God 
for. An American mother enjoyed the 
raising of her two fine boys. World 
War II claimed one, the Korean war 
claimed the other. The husband died 
when the boys were yet young. The 
devil asked her, “For what can you 
praise God?” All of the above realize 
the Bible is the greatest source of 
comfort. Each of us know God in- 
spired Paul when he wrote, “In every- 
thing give thanks; for this is the will 
of God in Christ Jesus concerning 
you,” 1 Thess. 5:18. 

We Americans know God is “the 
giver of every good and perfect gift.” 


We also know that “we are mere 
stewards of what He has given.” Pres- 
idents of our United States have, 
many times, proclaimed to the people 
a need for national thanksgiving. 
Calvin Coolidge, remembered as a 
religious man, held office in the time 
of the greatest prosperity this nation 
had known, yet he exhorted the na- 
tion to thank God alone for the na- 
tional boom. “Remember God,” he 
pleaded. “All our blessings are mani- 
festations of Him who holds us in 
the hollow of His hands!” Our nation 
must stop during this spending spree 
and worship God who “holds the fu- 
ture in his hands,” and praise Him for 
our country and that it is not behind 
the Iron Curtain. Now we can wor- 


ship God as we desire, but who mp 


what a year may bring. 

Doubters, disbelievers and the dis- 
obedient may denounce God’s Word 
and keep repeating we have no oc- 
casion for thanksgiving. Could we 
ask, “Have they ever read Psalm 107:1, 
2, ‘O give thanks unto the Lord, for 
he is good for his mercy endureth 
forever. Let the redeemed of the Lord 
say so’?” Do they know that four 
times the Psalmist repeats in the 
same chapter, “Oh, that men would 
praise the Lord for his goodness, and 
for his wonderful works!” Have you 
thanked God for all His benefits? It 
is He “who forgiveth all thine iniqui- 
ties: who healeth all thy diseases.” 
The One should be praised “who re- 
deemeth thy life from destruction: 
who crowneth thee with lovingkind- 
ness and tender mercies.” Gratitude 
should be given Him “who satisfieth 
thy mouth with good things; so that 
thy youth is renewed like the eagle’ 


BLESSINGS. Are you thankful for the 
air you breathe, the light you see, the 
love and laughter of beautiful chil- 
dren? Many forget to say, “Blessed be 
the Lord, who daily loadeth us with 
benefits, even the God of our salva- 
tion,” Psalm 68:19. They have not

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He is blessing each one, yet many fail 
to see the great blessings He bestows 
upon them. They should consider the 
great things the Lord is doing for 
them and “sing unto the Lord a new 
song; Lift up holy hands unto him; 
shout the wonderful praises unto our 
God who giveth blessings to all man- 
kind everywhere.” 

If you are one of those who say 
there is no occasion to be thankful, 
look around you, see and hear the 
fowls of the air praise our God.

THANKSGIVING AND FELLOW- 
SHIP. Did you overlook the words 
“sates” and “courts” in verse four of 
Psalm 100? “Enter into his gates with 
thanksgiving and into his courts with 
praise; be thankful unto him and 
bless his name .. .” Such terms as 
“gates” and “courts” point obviously 
to the temple, or to the appointed 
place of worship. God approves of 
places of worship and_ thanks- 
giving, whether altar, tent, taber- 
nacle, or temple. Yet, someone will 
ask, “Why should I go to church or 
rack my brain for something to be 
thankful for simply because the pres- 
ident set aside one day in November 
as Thanksgiving Day?” Every person 
should obey the strong New Testa- 
ment exhortation, “Forsake not the 
assembling of yourselves tozether as 
the manner of some is.” Did you say 
you have never felt the real spiritual 
joy of thanksgiving? Then join with 
fellow worshipers as they meditate, 
entering into His gates with thanks- 
giving, and as they come into His 
presence with singing in God’s house. 
“For the Lord is good; his mercy is 
everlasting, and his truth endureth 
to all generations.”

“T will bless the Lord at all times; his 
praise shall continually be in my 
mouth,” Psalm 34:1. God should be 
praised in sunshine and shadow, in 
sickness and health, poverty or 
wealth, winter and summer, early 
and late. “In every thing give thanks.” 
The writer of the first Psalm begins. 


by setting forth the contrast between 
the righteous and the wicked. 
Throughout the writings of the book 
of Psalms he is urging people every- 
where to pray. He states again and 
again, directly and indirectly, “The 
Lord is my shepherd.” “The earth is 
the Lord’s and the fulness thereof, 
the world, and they that dwell there- 
in.” Knowing what God has been, 
and what He is today, and what He 
will be in the future, the Psalmist 
climaxed the book of Psalms with an 
outburst of thanksgiving, “Praise ye 
the Lord.” He calls on the heavenly 
host to praise Him, for all nature to 
join in the glowing gratitude to our 
God. 

In the six verses of this last Psalm, 
it is stated ten times that God should 
be praised. We should be thankful to 
the Lord for He is God. We should 
thank Him because “it is he that 
made us and not we ourselves.” The 
reason you should be thankful as a 
Christian is that “we are his people.” 
You should be grateful, “for the Lord 
is good; his mercy is everlasting; and 
his truth endureth to all generations.”

The war 
presidents, Madison, Lincoln, and Wil- 
son, proclaimed, also, Thanksgiving 
days while the country was engaged in 
war. 

Edward R. Stettinius, former Sec- 
retary of State, prayed for wisdom 
and guidance every morning and 
night. 

J. P. Morgan went alone to Trinity 
Church, at the head of Wall Street, 
on Saturday afternoons and knelt in 
prayer. 

Gen. Mark Clark read his Bible 
every day during the war and knelt 
down im prayer; so did Gen. Mont- 
gomery, George Washington, Robt. E. 
Lee, Gen. Jackson and scores of other 
military leaders. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur read his 
Bible through six times before he 
graduated from West Point, and he 
attributes all his victories to the hand 
of God. 

Our general Church officials, Su- 
preme Council, Editor-in-Chief, Busi- 
ness Manager, College President, 
teachers, etc., are all deeply conse- 
crated, God-fearing, Christian people, 
with a long and successful life of hard 
work for the Lord.

Psalm 100:4, “Enter into his gates 
with thanksgiving, and into his courts 
with praise: be thankful unto him, 
and bless his name.” 

Col. 3:15, “And let the peace of God 
rule in your hearts, to the which also 
ye are called in one body; and be ye 
thankful.” 

More than three hundred years ago 
the members of Plymouth Colony, 
after a terrible winter in their new 
homes, set aside the 21st of December, 
1621, as a day of Thanksgiving for the 
bountiful harvest the Lord had sent 
them. From time to time other col- 
onies appointed a day of Thanksgiv- 
ing, and some of them kept it every 
year. President Washington set aside 
such a day twice during his adminis- 
tration, and President Madison once, 
at the close of the War of 1812. Then 
various states began to observe the 
day every year. But it was not until 
Lincoln proclaimed the fourth Thurs- 
day of November, 1864, as a day of 
solemn thankfulness that our pres- 
idents began the custom of proclaim- 
ing the last Thursday in each No- 
vember as a day of national Thanks- 
giving. 

For the early Pilgrims it was the 
only holiday in all the year’s long 
round. They thought all such rejoic- 
ing, even at Christmas, was very, very 
wicked. But to be saved from starva- 
tion softened even their stern hearts. 

The observance of special days, 
when done in the right spirit and with 
the right motive, is in order and 
surely all people have the right to 
set aside one special day each year 
in which to thank the Lord for be- 
stowing material blessings. But, for 
the Christian, this is not enough. 
Day by day we should be conscious of 
and give thanks for divine mercies 
and favors bestowed upon us. 

Shakespeare said, “God’s goodness 
hath been great to thee .. . Let never 
day nor night unhallowed pass but 
still remember what the Lord hath 
done.” Then to quote Izaack Walton: 
“God has two dwellings: one in heav- 
en, and the other in a meek and 
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thankful heart.” Jeremy Taylor well 
said, “The private and personal bless- 
ings we enjoy, the blessings of im- 
munity, safeguard, liberty, and in- 
tegrity, deserve the thanksgiving of 
a whole life.” 

Surely we, who are privileged to be 
citizens of the greatest nation on the 
earth, the United States of America, 
have more to be thankful for than 
any people in the world. If we will 
only pause a moment and begin to 
count our blessings, and name them 
one by one, it will not be long until 
we begin to realize how gracious the 
Lord has been to us, and, I dare say, 
we may feel a degree of shame and 
remorse because of our lack of sin- 
cere gratitude and thankfulness to 
Him who is responsible for every good 
and perfect gift. 

MATERIAL BLESSINGS 

Let us name some of the material 
things with which we are _ blessed. 
Modern conveniences, such as fast 
transportation, with choice of air, rail, 
water, and motor transportation; fine, 
hard-surfaced highways that shorten 
the distance and tend to make travel 
a pleasure; radios; automatic, labor- 
saving equipment which takes the 
toil and drudgery out of the tasks that 
were at one time a great burden. Even 
the rural sections in most parts of the 
country are electrified; and the far- 
mer, instead of having to farm the 
slow, hard way, now has the benefits 
of motorized equipment. We have 
more and better educational institu- 
tions, and even the poorest of the 
poor now have a fair chance of bet- 
tering their lot in life through and 
by educational training. 

OUR PRIVILEGES 

Freedom of speech; freedom of wor- 
ship; the right to vote our convictions 
as citizens of this great nation. If we 
feel our leaders are betraying the 
trust placed in them and are not 
keeping faith with the people and 
should be removed from office, we are 
privileged to protest, both by vote and 
public proclamation without fear of 
being destroyed at the hands of ty- 
rannical leaders. 

In some countries today there are 
millions living in constant fear, lest 





they say or do something which woul 
bring their lives or the lives of their 
families into jeopardy. They are not 
a free people; but, rather, they are 
forced to bow to the wishes of un- 
scrupulous leaders. If they rebel at 
heart, they dare not voice their feel- 
ings, but can only live in hope that 
something will happen in the future 
to better their lot in life. Many of 
these poor people never have the bare 
necessities of life. Sometimes this con- 
dition is brought about by and 
through oppression and high taxes. 
Sometimes it is because of overpopu- 
lation and low standards of living 
caused by a lack of education and 
training.

our properties have not been over- 
run and destroyed; the lives of our 
mothers, wives, and daughters are 
safe thus far from war-crazed, un- 
godly men.

HEAVEN THAT THIS IS THE CASE, 
AND PRAY WE MAY CONTINUE TO

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Unto God We Give Thanks 
for All Shings

Text: “Giving thanks always for ail 
things unto God and the Father in 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ,” 
Ephesians 5:20. 


From time immemorial, inherent 
within the breast of man, the seed 
of thanksgiving has borne its fruit of- 
gratitude for the blessings which 
came from the Creator of all goodness. 

Abel, first righteous martyr, gave 
acceptable thanks unto the Lord ftom 
the firstlings of his flock; Noah, 
preacher of righteousness and biild- 
er of*the ark, offered thanksgiving 
upon an altar to the Lord when he 
and his familv came out of the ark, 
having been saved from the flood; 
Abraham, father of a multitude, built 
his altars upon which to offer thanks- 

iving; Moses, valiant leader of Israel, 
instituted the Feast of Tabernacles 
(Deut. 16:6; 2 Chron. 8:12, 13), 
which might be called the Thanksgiv- 
ing Feast of the people of the Old 
Testament; David, the man after 
God’s heart, gave thanks and praise 
to God constantly, and called upon 
all creation to extol the name of the 
Lord in a mighty paean of thanks- 
giving; Paul, apostle to the Gentiles, 
exhorted the Church of God again 
and again to what he felt welling up 
in his own heart: thanksgiving. 

The American Thanksgiving Day is 
an expression of deep gratitude to 
God for His providential care in the 
past year, as well as in the dangers 
and hardships which our founding 
fathers passed on the tiny Mayflower; 
in the cold. hunger, disease and death 
cf that first winter on the rock- 
bound coast of New England; and in 
all the stirring events of our national 
history. 

I. HOW SHALL WE GIVE THANKS? 
In early New England it was the cus- 
tom on Thanksgiving Day to place 
five kernels of corn at every plate 
as a reminder of the bleak days of 
the first winter when the food of the 
Pilgrims was so near gone that each 
individual was rationed only five 
kernels of corn at a meal. The Pil- 
grim Fathers wanted their children 
never to forget the sacrifices which 
had been made to obtain freedom of 
worship. 

One writer has suggested an alpha- 
bet of Gcd’s bounty; while another 
supplies a summary of gifts, great and 
small, personal and universal, be- 
ginning with A for America—land 
that we love, cherish, and protect.

Most of us, however, find the how

II. FOR WHAT SHOULD WE GIVE 
THANKS? We should give thanks for 
the breath-taking beauty of nature 
which is all about us. Georgia Hark- 
ness helps us express our thanks:

sleeping valleys nestling near Thy heart, 

gleams of burnished silver on a stream, 

jewels flashing in the nighttime skies,

What sentiments of gratitude stir 
within us when we say home! Love, 
sympathy, food, clothing, health, ill- 
ness, shelter and parenthood come to 
mind. Permit me to give you what a 
writer reports on conditions existing 
in homes of other lands: 

“One Thursday in September I vis- 
ited the Denier family, typical of the 
15,000,000 homeless people of Europe. 
They had worked to buy their own 
house. They were bombed out when 
the Renault region was struck. Now 
they have three dark, dingy rooms in 
a dilapidated tenement. I read the 
case history as I climbed the rickety 
stairs: ‘Family of twelve. Baby born 
yesterday. Nine other children. Fa- 
ther works in subway. Have been liv- 
ing in these rooms fifteen months.’ I 
opened the door. There was Mrs. 
Denier propped up in a rickety bed. 
Before her was a pile of rags. She 
had a pair of scissors in her hand. 
I knew what she was doing. She was 
cutting out pieces of cloth in order to 
sew them together to make some cov- 
ering for the little baby that still lay 
naked beside her. When I dropped 
into her lap the big bundle of baby 
blankets, woolen shirts, diapers, boot- 
ees—everything that a baby needs— 
she looked up and said through: he~ 
tears. ‘Ah! Merci beaucoup, monsieur.’ 
(Ah! thank you very much, sir.) The 
best I could say was ‘Merci’ and walk 
into another room to hide my own 
ears.

“In this room were an old, dilapid- s a 


ated bed and an iron spring on the 
floor. Here the nine children slept. 
There were no bedclothes. I didn’t ex- 
pect it. The teacher in Bischviller had 
taught me what 15,000,000 bombed- 
out people do with bedclothes. I had 
seen her cut up a mattress, take out 
the inside, wash it, dry it in the sun. 
To my queries she answered, ‘Our chil- 
dren can sleep without mattresses and 
bedclothes, but they can’t go to school 
without street clothing.’ The Deniers’ 
other room had one chair and table 
That was all. For fifteen months this 
family had had to sit on the floor: 
For fifteen months a discouraged 
father brought home inadequate food 
rations. For fifteen months, when one 
child became ill, all were endangered. 
He showed me three top priorities, 
one for furniture, one for food, and 
one for clothing. He has never been 
able to use the priorities for clothing 
and furniture. The explanation is 
simple. His pay did not even buy the 
inadequate food rations. Besides, 
there is no furniture, and there is not 
nearly enough clothing in Europe.” 

Our gratitude is not to be based on, 
“Others are hungry, but we are fed. 
Others are displaced persons, but we 
have homes. Think how happy we 
should be!” Our own church, in its 
recent action in behalf of the people 
of Jamaica, left after the hurricane 
without food, clothing, homes or 
churches, is an example of gratitude 
for our gifts, in a sincere: effort to 
alleviate their suffering. Thus we are 
to give thanks always for all things 
which are ours, and seek to aid the 
needy everywhere. 
- How thankful we should be’ for 
parenthood, and especially if it be 
Christian. Hear the honored and 
loved late Bishop of Methodism, 
Edwin Holt Hughes, rightfully inveigh 
upon the ingratitude of certain sons 
and daughters. “If there is any man 
cr woman I despise, it’s the person 
who whines that he doesn’t go to 
church now because when he was 
young his father and mother MADE 
him go to church so much that he got 
sick of it. Such sons and daughters 
who in this manner verbally jump 
up and down on the graves of a dead 
father and mother are unworthy of 
godly parents, and I despise them for 
it! If you come up to me at the close 
of a service and say such a thing, I 
will not argue with you—I will despise 
you!” 

Mental health is a blessing which 
we are apt to take for granted. How

Missionaries Marvel at 30 Saved First 

Year in Opening of New Field When 

It Took Them Five Years To Get First 
Convert—at Alienca Conference 


At a recent Alienca Convention, 
among the few speakers selected, our 
Brother Martins appeared on the pro- 
gram. Portuguese Christians were 
present from all over Angola, and 
many expressed the desire for the 
deeper things of God. During the con- 
vention, Dr. Tucker, when talking 
about the different churches, ex- 
pressed it thus: “The Church of Pinto 
Reberio is like the North Pole but the 
Church of Brother Martins in Lisboa 
is hot like the South.” The church that 
Dr. Tucker spoke about was like the 
formal Episcopal of England. At an- 
other time Dr. Tucker urged, “Come 
on now, you Pentecostal people, with 
your ‘Hallelujahs.’” It seemed that 
the messages preached at the Alienca 
meeting were more on the line of get- 
ting back to the more spiritual life, 
and, upon leaving, the moderator 
told Brother Martins, “Go on back to 
your work with your ‘Hallelujah’, and 
God bless you.” In fact, a number of 
the members came around to Brother 
Martins and said, “You should be 
greatly encouraged to have so many 
Christians the first year of a new work 
where they never before heard the 
gospel. When we open up a new work 
in a new field it is usually five years 
before we have one convert.” They 
were so surprised when they heard we 
had 30 or more converts. 

Sister Stark writes, “I am taking all 
the morning services now, with the 
exception of Sunday morriing, and 
Brother Martins takes it and the night 
services. I have Sunday afternoon 
service which is well attended. We put 
up a brush arbor for the services and 
the school while the church is being 
repaired. We are finding it very dif- 
ficult to get material needed for ‘it, 
thus the work is going along very slow. 
The crowds are increasing, and it will 
be hard to get everyone in the church 
building by the time the Mooneyhams 
arrive. I do not know what we shall do 
for a place to worship, but we are 
praying for God to send more people. 

“We were sorry to hear about the 
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tragedy in Jamaica, and all of the 
native Christians are praying that the 
Lord will meet their needs and make 
this tragedy turn into a rich blessing. 
We are going to take up an offering 
here next Sunday. It will not be much 
that these natives can give, but we 
thought it might help them to give 
something for the Lord. Then I 
thought of my savings from my per- 
sonal salary, and I was planning to 
buy a much needed refrigerator, but 
we can do without; so, next week 
when I send the offering from the 
church here, Quirimbo, I will also in- 
clude my $100. We want this to go to 
rebuild one of the churches which was 
destroyed in Jamaica. 

“It is nearly 2 a.m. I’m doing double 
duty in order to get this in the mail 
tomorrow. It seems there are so many 
things through the day that keep me 
busy that it is hard to get still to 
write.” 

Here is another excerpt from her 
letter. I am sure she doesn’t mean for 
me to tell but I believe you will ap- 
preciate it: 

“Last night I retired a little earlier 
than this but was awakened in the 
night, and before I could go back to 
sleep a scorpion stung me just below 
the knee. I opened the Bible to John 
15:7 and laid it on the wound, after 
killing the scorpion. My limb was pain- 
ing me so that I felt it hard to bear, 
until the Lord wonderfully undertook. 
After prayer I was able to go back to 
sleep. I will not mention the scor- 
pions to the Mooneyhams, for they 
need not worry; the Lord takes care 
of us. This is the first to sting me, and 
I have killed a number in this house. 
The grass roof makes a hiding place 
for them.” 

Please continue to pray for the work 
in Angola.

“O give thanks unto the Lord,” 
Psalm 118:1. 

We are constantly exhorted in the 
Bible to cultivate the spirit of thanks- 
giving. It is a duty we are to per- 
form, seeing the Word calls upon all 
believers to give thanks unto the Lord. 
The grateful heart regards it not as 
a duty, but as a privilege and a pleas- 
ure. Since God is the Giver of every 
good and perfect gift (James 1:17) it 
is fitting that we should be thankful 
unto Him. 

There were some in the Corinthian 
Church, who forgot this for they were 
boasting of their spiritual gifts as 
though it was to their credit they 
possessed them. Paul faces them with 
the question: “What hast thou that 
thou didst not receive?” (1 Cor. 4:7). 
He was kept humble and grateful be- 
cause he recognized he owed every- 
thing to the grace and goodness of 
God. The right spirit is to recognize, 
as David did, that all good things 
come from God (1 Chron. 29:11-14). 
The atheist, having no one to thank 
but himself, can hardly save himself 
from becoming proud, boastful, and 
self-righteous, and how much he loses 
in joy, in character! Believers are 
bound to give thanks; not to do so 
is to be guilty of base ingratitude, 
which must be grievous to God. Per- 
haps nothing hurts more than to 
find one’s gift or service unappreciat- 
ed, and not the least sign of gratitude 
shown. We recall the familiar words of 
Shakespeare: 


“Blow, blow, thou winter wind, 
Thou are not so unkind 
As man’s ingratitude.” 


Again and again psalmists and 
prophets enjoin us to “praise the 
Lord,” for He “is good” (Psalm 100:5; 
Jer. 33:11; Neh. 1:7). The earth is full 
of His goodness (Psalm 33:5), and the 
thankful soul never has any difficulty 
in finding some cause for thanksgiv- 
ing. An old Scotch friend, who never 
seemed to be free from trouble, always 
met one with a smiling countenance 
and a cheery word. “I’ve a lot to be 
thankful for,” was an expression that 
often fell from his lips. The Psalmist 
found it an impossible task to en- 
umerate all the acts of God’s good- 
ness. “If I would declare and speak 
of them, they. are more than can be 
numbered” (Psalm 40:5). They were 
as countless as the grains of sand up- 
on the seashore (Psalm 139:18). 

We have cause to thank God for our 
creation, for the gift of life with its 
boundless opportunities for service, 
for healthful pleasure. In creating us 
He has given to us those faculties 
whereby we are able to appreciate 
beauty and fragrance in nature; to 
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enjoy musical harmony; to find profit 
and pleasure in good literature, and 
to engage in many activities which 
benefit body, mind, and soul. All cre- 
ation is commanded to burst forth in- 
to thanksgiving—“Let everything that 
reed breath praise the Lord” (Psalm 
76). 

Then let us thank God for our pres- 
ervation. Every new morning we should 
lift up our hearts in praise to God 
for His goodness in preserving us to 
see the light of another day, in spite 
of all the failures of yesterday. Truly 
“it is of the Lord’s mercies that we 
are not consumed, because his com- 
passions fail not” (Lam. 3:22). In the 
course of a lifetime, how many hair- 
breadth escapes we have from perma- 
nent injury or death! Very often it 
has been through our own negligence 
and_ recklessness, inattention, or 
through that of others. While we have 
seen our loved ones, our friends, our 
fellow workers cut off, God in His 
mercy has preserved us, because He 
has still some purpose to fulfill in us. 
A youth, a Christian companion, ex- 
pressed to me in a spirit of hot re- 
bellion the fact that four of our Chris- 
tian friends had been taken away 
within the space of a few months, 
while a youth who had gained notori- 
ety by his wickedness was allowed to 
be spared. A few weeks later I stood 
by the grave of my friend. We can- 
not understand God’s ways always, for 
as Tennyson says, there are times 
“when the drift of the Maker is dark.” 
But the fact that we are preserved 
should fill us with gratitude, and in- 
spire us to be more devoted to the 
Saviour, more obedient to His will. 


But above all things we should 
praise God for our redemption. Here 
is a cause for endless praise. God in 
His grace and for His glory “hath 
made us accepted in the beloved. In 
whom we have redemption through 
his blood, the forgiveness of sins” 
(Eph. 1:6, 7). We have been delivered 
from our past sins and guilt. The 
death of Christ brings assurance of 
forgiveness to all who place their 
trust in the crucified and risen 
Saviour. The cross is the divine testi- 
mony that the sins of believers have 
been blotted out, forgotten, ended. We 
have been redeemed, delivered from 
condemnation and judgment. How 
inspiring and comforting to think a 
day will come, when, with the “re- 
demption of our body” (Rom. 8:23), 
sin will trouble us no more. In perfect 
love and holiness we shall live in our 
Saviour’s presence and delight to do 
His will. The best way we can show 
our gratitude to God for our wonder- 
ful redemption in Christ is to glorify 
Him by our life and lips, and by lead- 


ing others to rejoice in His salvation.

thanksgiving even in the trials of life. 
Since “God is love,” we know He 
must have some good designed for us 
in life’s sorrows and sufferings.

Next 
day Charles Wesley, raking among the 
ashes, found a piece of paper partly 
burnt, but he could just read a verse 
he had composed— 


“Behold the Saviour of mankind 
Nailed to a shameful tree! 

How vast the love that Him inclined 
To bleed and die for me!” 


The old man thanked God and took 
courage. Someone wrote to Ian Maclar- 


en, “Through the goodness of God a 


I’m confined to a chair.” “This,” he 
said, “made me ashamed of a thou- 
sand petulant complaints.” Paul told 
his converts not only to give thanks 
for some things, for the things 
which were obviously good, but for 
“all things.” “In every thing give 
thanks” (1 Thess. 5:18), and he is 
more explicit in his letter to the 
Ephesians— “giving thanks always for 
all things” (5:20). Paul firmly believed 
in the sovereignty of God, and thus 
he speaks with a conviction born of 
faith and experience when he says, 
“We know that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love 
God” (Rom. 8:28). Jacob in a time of 
great trial cried out in bitterness of 
soul, “All these things are against me” 
(Gen. 42:36). In reality, everything 
was working in his favor. Paul who 
saw more deeply and clearly, knew 
that since a loving God controlled all 
things, even adversity, affliction, had 
some good behind it. 

Robert Browning wrote—‘“I have 
lived, seen God’s hand through a life- 
time, and all was for the best.” How

The 
toils of the road will seem nothing 
then; sickness and sorrow, suffering 
and disappointment, heartaches and 
death will be done away; and 
throughout a never ending eternity, 
we will be privileged to bask in the 
sunlight of the blessed Redeemer, and 
live in a country of perfect beauty, 
bliss, and contentment, But, while we 


live here, let us obey the admonition 
of the Psalmist by entering into His 
gates with thanksgiving, and into His 
courts with praise: be thankful unto 
Him, and bless His name.
